The Turner U9G mic has 3 connections, as near as I can tell 2 are signal and 
the third is the shield, or ground. I want to use it with a Heathkit 
DX-100B transmitter, which has two mic connections. 


I tried connecting the mic with the signal connections to the transmitter 
but when the mic is picked up the audio goes wild without any sound input to 
the mic, probably it's hum although that hasn't been confirmed. 


So the problem is how to connect the two. Connecting the shield to one of 
the signal lines at the Tx end is a possibility.

Has anyone had experience with a TV distribution amp? I have COMCAST 
cable and used just 3 passive splitters to get from “one in to 4 out" to 
feed my TV, one DVD/VCR play only, and 2 DVD recorders. I realize this 
may be dumb, and it probably is-there's not enough isolation between 
outputs, and lots of loss of signal strength, too, so I often get 
streaks and fading green faces when I record two different channels at 
the same 

time. 


We use the DVD reorders to time shift programs we enjoy, and sometimes 
we record two different channels at the same time-and throw in 
watching a third directly on the TV or from the play only DVD/ VCR box. 
Haven't had to record on VHS since I have the 2 DVD recorders, so I 
really could get by with 1 in/3 out-use a 1/4 amplifier and terminate 
the unused out with a 75 ohm terminator.. 


I'm looking for a brand and model that someone is using that gives good 
isolation. I did find a report on the Channel Master CM3044 for about 
$30 that gets 

good reports-from a few sellers :-), but you know how that goes.
